lo Plans for a cut connecting th@ S&aier Boddcn 
(lagoon of Saal) and the Baltic S®a were com- 
pleted in late January 1950* Th$ labor offices 
wore to furnish a large number of workmen in 
March 1950* Excavators * material for narrow- 
gauge field railroads* and cantonment buildings 
had been made available but had not y&t been 
shipped to the Wustrow area* 

Completion of the project is expected to provide 
batter water conditions in the lagoon* prevent 
erosion of ths steep shore known as Hohe Ufer (sic) 
between Wustrow and Ahrenshoop, and provide a shorts 
ar rout® from the Baltic Sea to D&ragarfcen and RibnitZo 
. This naw route will bo 45 nautical miles shorter than 
the present rout© around Bariio a ft ^ or Gallon., In 
addition to thes® advantages th® cut is expected to 
divert a larger share of repairs on fishing cutters 
from the Warnow arsa to th<a D&mg&rten Bodd<srnw<t?rft * or 
shipyard o Both Ribnltz and Damgart&n will b<a included 
in the fishery program* *&
